part of the French Empire, and ne- 
ver was, and never was intended to 
be. Syria is supposed to be an in- 
dependent country over which France 
was given u mandate by the Treaty 
of Versailles and the League of Na- 
tions. The theory of a mandate is that 
a country or a territory unaccustom- 
ed to political freedom, or unable to 
defend it by force, is given a sort 
ol "big brother" nation to be its po- 
lilical adviser and physical defender 
until it is able to shift for itself, 


That is the position of France in 


Syria, that and nothing else. France 
accepted the mandate under the terms 
of Article 22 of the Treaty of Versail- 
les, 
pledging herself to consider th 


'well-being and development' of Syria 
'a sacred trust of civilization.' 


The people of Syria, long 
under 


Turkish domination and freed 
from 


that by the World War, wanted the 
United States to accept the mandate 
over them if they had to have a man- 
datory power. 


President Wilson had insisted at the 


Peace Conference that the inhabitants 
of Syria and Palestine be consultec 
as to their future fate. He sent a mis- 
sion, 
under Charles P. Crane, to 


find out what they wanted—and he 
was the only one who went ever 
that far. What they wanted was in- 
dependence. Least objectionable man- 
datory was the United Slates. 


In that, as in many other of his 


proposals, Wilson was overj-ulod. The 
French got the mandate.

Russia and Germany were report- 


ed Saturday to have reached in bar- 
gaining a deadlock which only flood- 
sJicd or eleventh hour yielding could 
resolve. 


In Turkey, whose own country is in 


an uneasy state, martial law was re- 
newed in border zones for six months. 


A military attache in one of the 


Axis countries said "a showdown will 
come in days—not weeks." 


A Russian dplomat in Turkey said 


the Red army was not afraid of a 
test against the Nazis. 


In battle between former allies in 


the Near East French forces were re- 
ported to be holding at Damascus de- 
spite heavy fighting by British and 
Free French forces. 


Damascus, it appeared, might be 


defended to the last street, adding 
another chapter to the blood stained 
pages of the city's 4,000 year-old his- 
tory. 


Vichy French forces were said to 


have established strong positions at 
Kissoue to the south and to have driv- 
en the invaders out of the Mezzo air- 
rome area, 3'/2 miles southwest of the 
capital.

Defense Cost Sleuths Seek New Funds 


WASHINGTON - Some time with-® 


m the next couple of weeks, Senator 
Harry S. Truman of Independence, 
Mo., will have to rise on the floor 
of the senate and make a request for 
more money to finance further work 
of his spccinl committee- investigating 
contracts under the national defense 
program. 


Starting in April with an initial 


$15,000 the committee of seven sena- 
tors, Truman, Connally, Hatch, Mead, 
Wallgren, Ball and Brewster, has run 
two months on a staff of chief coun- 
sel Hugh Fulton, his associate Charles 
Patrick Clark, half a dozen investi- 
gators and a few stenographers. With 
that outlay, the committee has just 
'scratched the surface of the huge 
542 billion defense program. 


The committee has not decided 


how much it will ask for to carry 
on its work, but it has a very de- 
finite program in mind and that pro- 
gram promises fireworks.

Halifax is odd that way. You're like- 


ly to be deceived by their non- 
chalance. But discuss the war in gen- 
eral terms with a Haligonian, and 
you discover he's dead serious and 
determined. 


The town is deceptive in appearanc- 


es in more ways than one. Nearlj 
all tho physical comforts of life, from 
automatic refrigerators to tooth paste 
come from the United States. You 
write on an American typewriter. You 
see American movies. Street advertise- 
ment, trolleys, newspapers, all have 
the stamp of the United States. You 
get American radio programs. 


Bound to Britain 


But don't be fooled. Haligonians are 


not more American than British. Trad- 
ition, blood, war and custom bind 
Haligonians closer to the mother coun- 
try than perhaps nny other Canad- 
ians. 


Their afternoon tea, their 
pink 


checks, clear eyes, stem from Eng- 
land and Empire. The fork is held 
in the left hand as it is in Europe. 
The face of King George is on all 
their money. And everywhere, they 
still show proudly the photographs of 
George and Elizabeth on their 1939 
visit to Halifax. 
"One blast of the siren will denote 
that a blackout period is in pro- 
gross!" 


That's the firsl warning of war 


you get in Halifax, and you read it 
on a curd on your hotel bedside table. 


Halifax is prepared for air raids, 


even though the raids have never 
come, and are not expected, The 
citizens, especially the last war's ve- 
terans, are organized into Air Raid 
Precaution squads. They have divid- 
ed the city carefully into districts. 
The doctors and nurses are trained. 
The people know what to do in an 
air raid. 


But Halifax does not hold a prac- 


tice blackout more than once every 
two months. The air raid wardens 
are not too strict about little strips 
of light around -\yindows during tests. 
Bui all street lights are blacked on 
lop. Big electric display signs are 
taboo. Otherwise the town is as light 
us the average American city. Tour- 
ists get all the thrill, none of the 
dangers in these blackouts. 


Housing is a problem. Hundreds of 


workers have been imported 
from 


other parts of Canada to cope with a 
shortage. The government froze rents 
a year ago to avoid profiteering. When 
big ships of war turn loose 'their 
crews for week-end leave, Halifax is 
around 1,000 beds short.

The Liquor Situation 


Another problem is liquor, a tough

Restaurants and hotels 
cannot serve alcoholic beverages.

tactics. Air Chief Marshal Lonmore 
decided to play hit and run war, pre- 
ferred to lose Crete and hold the big- 
gest part of his Near East air force ^ 
for another battle Inter on. 


He may have been right, but the 


fact remains, the air force pulled out, 
and Crete was lost. 


In the opinion of the best observers 


here, Syria is another story. If ule 
British should lose Syria after their f 
swift beginning, the Prime Minister 
might himself survive the attacks of 
his enemies, but the whole fabric o£ 
his government would be shaken to 
the core. 


Washington observers also classify ,

Mediterranean as critical for Britain 
'or other reasons. 


One of these is this: 
Air power is the balance of power 
i the Mcdiaterranean.
